Junta Officially Takes Over Control O f Chile 


SANTIAGO, ( hile (AP) — Scattered 
resistance to the new military ju nta in 
-hu e has been reported in Santiago 
and u nofficial sou rces estimate 500 to 
1,000 persons hav e been killed since 
the cou ntry ’s military chiefs ov er­ 
threw President Salv ador Allende on 
Tu esday . 


Police threatened to blow u p office 
bu ildings in which snip ers were 
barricaded Wednesday night, and the 
ju nta warned that any armed persons 
taken p risoner wou ld be shot on the 
spot. 


A rou nd-the-clock cu rfew kep t 
civ ilians off the street Wednesday as 


Allende was bu ried with only his 
family attending. The ju nta said the 65- 
y ear-old p resident, the Western 
H em isp here’s first freely elected 
Marx ist chief of state, shot himself 
rather than su rrender. 
Many p ersons were stranded in 
office bu ildings or hotels by the cu r­ 
few. 


As snip ers ex changed fire with 
military p atrols in the streets, ex ­ 
plosions were heard in indu strial areas 
of Santiago. Gu nfights were rep orted 
between soldiers and armed workers 
occu py ing their factories in p rotest 
against the end of Allende’s 35 -month 


attemp t to tu rn Chile into a socialist 
state. 
There were rep orts that 600 leftists 
su rrendered after a gu nfight with 
troop s 
at 
Santiago's 
technical 
u niv ersity . 
Commu nications were erratic ami 
conditions elsewhere in the nation 
cou ld not be assessed. A broadcast by 
the ju nta declared that normalcy was 
retu rning for the 10 million Chileans 
The gov ernment radio said the ju nta 
■— made u p of the commanders of the 
army , nav y , air force and police — 
formally installed themselv es at a 
ceremony at the Bernardo O’Higgins 
Military School and swore in a 10-man 


cabinet made u p of sev en generals, an 
admiral and two colonels The foreign 
minister is Adm. Ismael Hu erta Diaz 
There were ru mors that Gabriel 
Valdes, a former foreign minister and 
now an official of the United Nations, 
wou ld be named p resident. Valdes left 
New York for Chile Tu esday night 
after the cou p bu t told newsmen in 
lim a 
lie 
wou ld 
not 
accept 
the 
presidency — “I’m happy with what 
I’m doing now.” 
The fou r ju nta members app eared 
on telev ision and annou nced that 
congress will he in recess indefinitely 
and that the new gov ernment will 
break diplomatic relations with Com­ 


mu nist Cu ba Allende’s gov ernment 
was the first Sou th American regime 
to resu me relations with Cu ba after 
isolation of the Castro regime by the 
Organization of American States in the 
1960s. 
Abroad, there were demonstrations 
Wednesday condemning the cou p in 
Paris, Bu enos Aires, West Berlin and 
Bonn. Mex ico City , London and 
Washington 
An estimated 30.000 persons m ar­ 
ched past the Chilean Embassy in 
Paris wav ing red flags and shou ting 
“Down with the mu rderers and the 
CIA.” In Washington, the White Hou se 
denied that the CIA was inv olv ed. 


A y ou th in blu e jeans climbed a lamp 
{x )st in Bu enos Aires and bu rned an 
American flag while the crowd 
chanted anti American slogan. More 
than 20,000 y ou ths su rrou nded the 
Argentine congress hall chanting to 
beating dru ms, “Che Gu ev ara and 
Chile in arms — y ou will nev er fall.” 
There were tu rnou ts of 4 ,500 in West 
Berlin, 1,000 in Bonn, 500 in Mex ico 
City , 300 in London and 150 pickets in 
Washington near the White Hou se. 
llie Mex ican gov ernment declared 
three day s of national mou rning for 
Allende, the first su ch homage to a 
foreign leader since the assassination 
of President .lohn F, Kennedy .

WASHINGTON (AP) - In a mov e 
aimed at p rotecting the consu mer, the 
Senate has' p assed a bill req u iring 
manu factu rers to spell ou t the mean­ 
ing of any written warranty that ac­ 
companies a produ ct. 
Under its terms, a seller who issu es 
a “fu ll warranty ” on, say , sale of an 
electric mix er, car or a su it of clothes 
wou ld hav e to make clear he will re­ 
place the p rodu ct or rep air any 
malfu nction or defect within a 


reasonable time withou t charge. 
The bill p rov ides that the consu mer 
wou ld be allowed to su e for damages if 
the seller reneges on his written com­ 
mitment. 
The bill, p assed Wednesday , now 
goes to the Hou se, which prev iou sly 
killed two similar measu res. Senate 
Commerce Committee Chairman 
Warren Magnu son, D-Wash., said he 
ex p ects the Hou se to p ass the bill this 
time.

The sou rces said the lawy er, Dav id 
I. Shapiro told committee chief cou nsel 
Samu el Dash that Colson thou ght he 
wou ld be indicted by a federal grand 
ju ry probing the break-in of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s p sy chiatrist’s office. The 
sou rces said Colson was dropped as a 
witness at his req u est. 
Shapiro wou ld neither confirm nor 
deny the rep ort Wednesday night and 
said his client’s constitu tional rights 
had been threatened by the leak of the 
information to the news m edia. 
“Whoev er it was — senator or staff 
member — who leaked that story to the 
p ress today is the most v iciou s bastard 
since the late Sen. Joseph McCarthy ,” 
he said. 
“I defy the committee in the opening 
of its pu blic hearings to pu t each 
senator and staff member u nder oath 
before 20 million telev ision v iewers in 
an effort to find ou t who it was so 
blatantly v iolated Mr. Colson’s con­ 
stitu tional rights,” Shapiro said. 
Shapiro was rep orted to hav e told 
the committee that Colson wanted to 
make ev ery effort to av oid any p retrial 
pu blicity in the ev ent that charges 
were filed against his client. 
The W atergate comm ittee met 
Wednesday in closed session, its first 
meeting since the su mmer recess, and 
v oted to resu me its pu blic hearings on 
Sept. 24 . The committee agreed to hold 
three hearings a week and to try to 
wTap u p the hearings by Nov . 1. 


“It seems to me that some anger is 
ex p ectable when p u rchasers of con­ 
su mer p rodu cts discov er that the 
warranty of that p rodu ct may cov er a 
25 -cent p art bu t not the $100 labor 
charge, or that there is fu ll cov erage 
on a piano so long as it is shipped at the 
p u rchaser’s ex p ense to the factory ,” 
Magnu son said. 


The bill, hailed by cosponsor Sen. 
Frank E. Moss, I)-Utah, as the finest 
p iece 
of 
consu mer-p rotection 
legislation ev er p assed by the Senate, 
was ap p rov ed withou t dissent by v oice 
v ote. 
The bill also ex p ands the powers of 
the Federal Trade Commission in 
consu mer-p rotection areas. 
It allows the FTC to go to cou rt to 
recov er money 
for defrau ded or 
deceiv ed consu mers and au thorizes 
the agency to seek inju nctions and 
p u rsu e other actions to stop deceptiv e 
p ractices, ev en when p rodu cts do not 
cross state lines. 
The measu re wou ld giv e the seller of 
a p rodu ct worth more than $5 the 
option of issu ing a warranty . If he 
decides to giv e one, he is req u ired to 
stip u late the ty pe and describe its 
terms in lay man’s langu age.

TEL AVIV (AP) - Israeli air force 
jets shot down 
13 Sy rian 
MIG21 
fighters in a dogfight today ov er the 
Mediterranean, the military command 
rep orted. One Israeli plane was hit bu t 
the pilot was rescu ed from the sea 
u nharmed. 
It was the biggest air battle in the 
Middle East since the 1967 war. 
The military command said one 
Sy rian pilot also bailed ou t into the 
Mediterranean after his Sov iet-bu ilt 
jet .was hit, bu t was picked u p by an 
Israeli rescu e helicopter. 
The Israeli command made no 
mention of raiding grou nd targets 
inside Sy ria, as rep orted earlier in 
Beiru t. The air action ap p eared to 
hav e been confined to the dogfight 
swirling from the Sy rian cease-fire 
line ou t ov er the sea. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Mike 
Mansfield is p lanning to p ress for a 50 
per cent cu tback in U.S. ov erseas 
forces when the Senate takes u p v ital 
military p rocu rement legislation nex t 
week, Senate sou rces say . 
Howev er, the sou rces add that the 
anticip ated Mansfield am endm ent, 
broadened from his original proposal 
to cu t half of the U.S. troops in Eu rop e, 
faces an u phill Senate battle. Thu s, it 
seems u nlikely to pose the threat to 
congressional adjou rnment feared by 
some Hou se leaders, they said. 
The Mansfield amendment was one 
reason Wednesday ’s meeting of Senate 
and Hou se Democratic leaders listed 
defense and foreign aid as “the 
principal legislativ e complication for 
the remainder of this session.” 
They again declared their intention

The v ote of 27 3 to 144 marked the 
fifth time this y ear that Congress has 
su stained a p residential v eto, possibly 
indicating that Nix on retains su fficient 
congressional strength to also block 
efforts to slash defense spending.

Congress seems determined to do ju st 
that 
while 
increasing domestic 
spending, posing the threat of another 
ex ecu tiv e-legislativ e battle later this 
y ear ov er ap p rop riations bills. The 
fight cou ld force the session to drag on. 


Congressional adop tion of the 
Mansfield amendment, or any thing 
resembling it, cou ld p romp t a v eto by 
Nix on of the $20.4 billion procu rement 
bill. 
Sou rces said the amendment seems 
likely to fall abou t 10 v otes short of 
adoption in the Senate. It is believ ed to 
hav e an ev en slimmer chance of 
adoption in the Hou se. 
When 
the p rop osal 
was 
first 
p resented in 1971, it failed by a 61-36 
v ote in May , and a 54 -39 v ote in 
Nov ember. Mansfield has since ex ­ 
panded the amendment to apply to the 
606,000 troops stationed arou nd the 
world, instead of ju st the 300,000 in 
Eu rope. 
In its p resent form, it wou ld redu ce 
the worldwide total in half ov er a 
three-y ear period.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Shav e 
please, barber, and sp are the ankles. 
Su ch instru ctions, plu s a dollar, hav e 
sent sev eral downtown working girls 
back on the job here sporting “bar­ 
bershop close” shav es on their legs. 
“We started it as a joke,” said 
barber Way ne Bu mp. “We’v e had 
three cu stomers since we p u t u p a 
T^gs Shav ed’ sign two weeks ago.” 
Bu mp, 24 , and Dennis Ashbau gh, 4 0, 
op erate a barber shop in a downtown 
office bu ilding. 
“After all, we’re in the hair bu siness, 
and barbering is becoming an all­ 
serv ice bu siness,” Ashbau gh said. 
“We trim beards and mou staches, 
giv e men p ermanent wav es and sell 
artificial 
mou staches, 
beards and 
hairp ieces— why shou ldn’t we shav e 
women’s legs?” 
The barbers ap p ly hot steam towels 
before lathering legs and shav e with a 
straight razor. They u se a safety razor 
on the calf. 
They say their cu stomers, all in their 
20s, hav e not shown any shy ness. The 
women like the male cu stomers, are 
first drap ed in a sheet. 
“We u su ally shav e abou t two to 
three inches abov e the knee,” Bu mp 
said, althou gh he adm itted with 
today ’s short fashions, they ’d go 
higher. 
“We don’t intend to make a fu lltime 
bu siness of this,” Bu mp said. “Bu t it 
su re beats looking at men’s faces all 
flay .”

MOSCOW (AP) - Mongolia lias 
charged 
that 
Chinese 
troop s 
rep eatedly tresp ass on its territory to 
carry ou t photo reconnaissance and 
kill cattle. 
An article in the Mongolian p ap er 
Utga Dzohiol Urlag — Literatu re and 
Art — also accu sed the Chinese of 
sabotaging the Mongolian economy , 
“ forced assim ilation and ru thless 
rep ression” of Mongolians liv ing in 
China and dev eloping a fifth colu mn 
among more than 7 ,000 Chinese 
citizens liv ing in Mongolia. 
Sandwiched between China and the 
Sov iet Union, Mongolia has been a 
Sov iet satellite since a rev olu tion in 
1921 aided by the Red Army . It was a 
Chinese p rov ince u ntil 1911, and 
Peking still claims large p ortions of 
Mongolian territory . 
“The Maoists sy stematically v iolate 
the state frontier of the Mongolian 
People’s Repu blic and concentrate 
large armed forces along it,” said the 


article in Utga Dzohiol Urlag. 
“In the period from 1569 to Ju ly 1973, 
the Chinese condu cted 151 military 
ex ercises in the frontier zone, at no 
time more than 50 y ards from the 
border. In the same period there were 
more than 8,(MM) instances of ex plosions 
and artillery fire by Chinese army 
u nits. 
“ Direct v iolations of the M.P.R. 
frontier are also committed. Despite 
rep eated p rotests from the Mongolian 
side, Chinese soldiers and officers 
deliberately cross into Mongolian 
territory , at times penetrating as deep 
as 10 to 12 miles, carry ou t photo 
reconnaissance, open fire at herds of 
cattle, and kill rare sp ecies of animals 
protected by law ... 
“Needless to say , u nder the cir­ 
cu mstances we hav e no alternativ e bu t 
to strengthen ou r defenses, in p ar­ 
ticu lar to safegu ard ou r frontiers, and 
this div erts a great deal of energy and 
fu nds from peacefu l constru ction.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - For the first 
time Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson 
has spelled out Justice Department 
policy allowing national security wire­ 
taps in cases related to foreign in­ 
telligence-gathering. 
The Supreme Court ruled a year ago 
that the government could not conduct 
domestic security wiretaps without 
first obtaining judicial consent. 
The court did not apply its restric­ 
tion to wiretaps said necessary for 
national security, and Richardson’s 
statement was the first explanation of 
policy on those taps since the court 
action. 
Richardson’s explanation came in a 
letter to Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
That committee has questioned the 
role of Secretary of State-designate 
Henry A. Kissinger in authorizing 
national security wiretaps on 17 in­ 
dividuals. 
In the letter to Fulbright Richardson 
said that he will not approve any ap­ 
plication for electronic surveillance 
unless it is designed: 
—“ To protect the nation against 
actual or potential attack or other 
hostile acts of a foreign power. 
—“ To obtain foreign intelligence 
information deemed essential to the 
security of the United States. 
—“ Or to protect national security

Clemen te p ress co n feren ce. “We mu st 
mo v e o n fro m Watergate to the 
b u sin ess o f the p eo p le.” 
Yet ap art fro m n o min atin g Hen ry 
Kissin ger, Nix o n himself hais do n e

In 1968 an d 19 72, Nix o n p resen ted 
himself to the v o ters as the adv o cate o f 
stro n g n atio n al defen se, y et the do v es 
in Co n gress hav e seized the ihitativ e, 
cu ttin g b ack b o th ex istin g p ro grams 
an d v ital research an d dev elo p men t. 
The v o lu n teer army is in co n siderab le 
tro u b le. Yet the So v iet Un io n relen t­ 
lessly ex ten ds its military cap ab ility .

As in an y b o o m, o u tdated facilities 
were reactiv ated, the lab o r fo rce 
wo rk ed o v ertime an d n ew wo rk ers 
with in ferio r sk ills were p ressed in to 
du ty . As a resu lt, hu man an d machin e 
efficien cy was so metimes strain ed. 
A rep o rt ju st co mp leted b y Stan dard 
& Po o r’s, in v estmen t adv iser an d 
p u b lishers, sho ws that wages, salaries 
an d frin ge b en efits co n su med 26 .4 
cen ts o f ev ery do llar o f sales in 19 72, 
an d fo recasts an in crease fo r this y ear. 
Bu t, in rev iewin g the figu res it 
b eco mes clear that the lab o r p er­ 
cen tage o f co sts was relativ ely lo w. It 
was higher than the 1971 figu re o f 25.9 
cen ts, b u t that figu re was the lo west 
sin ce at least 1957. 
The stu dy sho ws that in ev ery y ear 
sin ce 1964 direct lab o r co sts acco u n ted 
fo r at least 27 cen ts o f each in du strial 
sales do llar, which meaas the in ­ 
creases n o w o ccu rrin g might retu rn 
the ratio o n ly to the 19 6 0-19 70 av erage. 
So me o f the lab o r co sts fo r in div idu al 
gro u p s also were rev ealin g. Salaries 
an d wages as a p ercen tage o f sales 
amo u n ted to 18.2 cen ts in the fo o d 
p ro du cts catego ry , do wn fro m 18.9 in 
1971 an d 18.3 in 1970. 
Lab o r co sts in meats an d dairy 
p ro du cts to taled 14.7 cen ts, matched 
again st 15.3 in 1971, less than 14 cen ts 
in 1970 an d 14.6 cen ts in 1969. Oil lab o r 
co sts were 11.4 cen ts, co mp ared with 


11.8 in 1971 an d 12.4 cen ts in 1970. 
Official go v ern men t figu res sho w 
that o u tp u t p er man ho u r dro p p ed 0.8 
p er cen t in the seco n d q u arter after a 5 
p er cen t in crease in the first three 
mo n ths. Direct lab o r co sts this y ear, 
therefo re, are b o u n d to b e higher.

Monday Clu b Has Program 


On 'Circu lar Explosion' 


The Monday Club held its first 
meeting of the year in the meeting 
room of Pickaway County Historical 
Society, Mrs, William G. Curtiss, past 
president, 
presided 
during 
the 
business meeting. The new president 
Mrs. Wallace Higgins was presented, 
Mrs. Higgins named her committees 
for the ensuing year. She announced 
that the program would follow. 
The speaker of the evening was Miss 
Martha Reid who presented a paper on 
“ Circular Explosion.” Miss Reid 
prefaced her paper by reading a poem 
from "Four Cycles“ written by Miss 
May Ix>we, a librarian, of many years 
of service to Circleville residents. She 
followed with the explanation and 
development of each cycle by means of 
four charts representing the changes 
and growth of Circleville. 
A committee of three men was ap­ 
pointed to select a suitable spot for a 
new town and a county seat. Pending 
this selection court was held at Jef­ 
ferson in a building rented from Henry 
Neville. If this committee had selected 
the center of the county as instructed it 
would have been located at Fox Post 
Office. 
However, the spot chosen was within 
the Mound-builder’s Circle, which was 
surrounded by swamps and infested 
with mosquitoes. It was named Cir­ 
cleville. The condition of this area was 
an inspiration for a poem, “ City of 
Ague” , by Robertson Smith, an uncle 
of Dr. Howard Jones. 
The committee decided to build the 
city in a circle with eight streets and 
alleys radiating from it. An octagonal 
courthouse was designed and built in 
the center of the circle at the in­ 
tersection of Court and Main Sts. 
Forty families were living here in 
the year of 1810. By the year 1827 the 
town had grown to 107 families with a 
population of 725 persons. This 
“ Roundtown” lasted more than a 
quarter of a century when the Ohio 
General Assembly passed a law 
permitting its redevelopment. The 
squaring began with the north-west 
quarter in 1838 and continued until all 


sections were completed in 1854. Now, 
the town looked like any other ordinary 
town in the United States. 
The means of exporting produce at 
this time was by flatboats floating 
down the Scioto River to the Ohio 
River and then, down the Mississippi 
to New Orleans, Also a long and 
dangerous route by wagon or pack- 
train over the Allegheny Mountains to 
the east coast was undertaken. 
In 1820 the Ohio Canal project began 
to take definite form. The opening of 
this canal in 1831 was a very important 
event for Circlevi’le as it brought new 
industry and prosperity. Elevators and 
warehouses grew up along the canal 
and the business activities of the city 
moved westward from the circle. 
One of the outstanding businessmen 
of this period was John Groce, grand­ 
father of Mrs. Frank Bennett and Mrs. 
Clark Will. 
Many toll roads and pikes were built 
along the canal as the first bridge over 
the Scioto was not built until 1837. After 
the Scioto Valley Railroad was built in 
1875 transportation on the canal and 
the stagecoach began to decrease. 
New industry began to make its 
appearance in the County as Goeller's 
broom factory and the Portage 
Strawboard Co. which made paper 
from the straw after the wheat was 
threshed. It is now the Container 
Corporation of America which has 
converted to wood pulp for paper 
making. 
Three canning companies located 
here using corn, tomatoes, spinach and 
peas. These products were shipped 
over the U. S. as well as to foreign 
countries. Excellent highways and the 
Teays River which was forced un­ 
derground by the glacier and excellent 
farm land, were contributing factors in 
the choice of this location. 
The population of Circleville grew 
rapidly due to the advantages of the 
Circleville School 
System, the 24 
protestant 
and 
one 
catholic 
denominations, the Y. M. C. A., led 
I>ewis Park, Berger Hospital and 
many other favorable conditions.

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WASHINGTON < AP > — Farm ers 
are harvesting record crops of wheat 
and corn but consumers may have to 
wait awhile before seeing much relief 
at the supermarket. 
The reason; foreign buyers are 
helping to drive up prices of grain 
needed to fatten cattle, hogs, and 
poultry for American dinner tables. 
Even if prices of grain and soybeans 
come down further —- they have eased 
slightly from recent record peaks — 
Agriculture Department ex perts say it 
takes time for livestock producers to 
gear up their production. 
Many livestock farm ers also are 
hesita nt about ex panding without 
reliable evidence that their feed costs 
can be justified over the long haul. 
But the la test crop estim ates 
released Tuesday by the department 
prov ided at least some hope that the 
long-awaited boost in the nation s food 
supply may be near. 
The corn crop, always a prime factor 
in consumer 
food 
supplies 
as 
a 
liv estock feed, was forecast at a record 
5 .7 7 billion bushels, up 4 per cent from 
last y ear. 
Howev er, department officials say 
about 5 .8 billion bushels will be needed 
to fill both domestic and foreign or­ 
ders. 
That means the nation’s dwindling 
corn reserv e — ex pected to be down to 
less than a two-month supply by Oct. 1 
— will diminish ev en further ov er the 
nex t y ear. 
The giant demand also suggests that 
prices of corn and other feed grains 
will remain high well into 197 4. 
Wheat and soy bean ex ports also 
continue to soa r,

They were the founders 
and top two officers of Advanced Ve­ 
hicle Engineers, launched at nearby

The “ flying Pinto” had been touted 
for a 4<k’ity nationwide tour as a sales 
promotion prelude. With the death of 
the officials and destruction of the pro­ 
totype, the future of the venture was 
uncertain, spokesmen indicated 
A witness, Sixto M. Killo, 66, of 
nearby El Rio, said he heard a plane 
engine sputter and jumped out of a 
pickup truck and began running. He 
escaped with minor burns when the 
plane plowed into his truck and spun 
into a nearby tomato field.

WASHINGTON ( AP, - If the court 
baUle over access to the White House 
Watergate tapes is not resolved by 
mid-November, special prosecutor 
Archibald Cox may ask Congress to 
extend the term of the federal grand 
jury investigating the break-in and 
cover-up 
A spokesman for 
the 
special 
prosecutor acknowledged that an act 
of Congress extending the grand jury' 
term beyond Dec, 5, is one of two 
alternatives now under consideration. 
The other would be resubmitting the 
evidence to a new grand jury. 
There is concern within Cox’s office 
that the battle over the tapes will not 
be resolved before the end of the grand 
jury’s term. 
A decision from the U.S. Court of 
Appeals is expected by Oct. 1, with a 
Supreme Court decision likely by Nov. 


But Cox’s staff isn’t certain that will 
be the end of the court battle. 
The 
White 
House 
has 
stated 
repeatedly that the President will 
abide by a definitive decision of the 
Supreme 
Court. 
But 
neither 
presidential press spokesmen nor 
Charles Alan Wright, the President’s 
attorney in the tapes case, has been 
willing to say exactly what is meant by 
definitive. 
There is a possibility 
that 
the 
Supreme Court could refer the case 
back to the lower courts or that its 
decision, 
if 
it 
went 
against 
the 
President, 
would 
require 
some 
clarification. 
For example, U.S. District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica ordered the 
President to give him the tapes sub­ 
poenaed by Cox so that he could listen 
to them in private and determine if 
Nixon had a valid claim for withhold­ 
ing them. 
But even though Sirica appeared to 
be upholding Cox’s contention that the 
courts, not the 
President, should 
decide whether the tapes could be 
withheld, the special prosecutor 
wasn’t fully satisfied with the judge’s 
decision. 
Cox asked the Court of Appeals to 
change Sirica’s order to permit the 
prosecutor to listen to the tapes along 
with the judge to point out the parts es­ 
sential to the Watergate investigation.

Possible help for probationers is 
foreseen by Ron Shanbrom, local 
probation officer, in some of the 
programs developing here. 
In the past five years, the number of 
persons under supervision with the 
Pickaw ay County Common Pleas 
Court has increased steadily and now 
numbers around 120 
Shanbrom, who is an officer of the 
Adult Parole Authority serving in this 
county, 
indicated that 
community 
involvement could assist in the great 
overload of probation cases and, 
hopefully, prevent these people’s 
reappearance in court. 
He cited as examples an adult 
education program through the new 
Pickaway-Ross Vocational School, a 
more active support of the Alcoholics 
Anonymous program already in 
operation, plus several new programs 
which could benefit many local of­ 
fenders. 
A large number of the people 
Shanbrom and other local court of­ 
ficers deal with on probation are at­ 
tempting to live with a below-average 
education, Shanbrom noted, many as 
low as a fourth grade level. The 
biggest reason for their crimes is lack 
of money. They resort to breaking the 
law to improve or maintain their life, 
lie added. 
Through an adult education program 
which would provide training in 
various skill areas as well as continue 
their schooling in academic areas, the 
probation officer feels many of the 
people he has under supervision could 
be led into useful and productive lives. 
An active Alcoholics Anonymous 
program could be a third arm to the 
probation program by helping a man 
or woman whose criminal offenses are 
a result 
of their serious alcohol 
problem. 
Roughly 50 per cent of the cases he 
sees here, Shanbrom indicates, are 
before him because of alcohol— 
although not all are alcoholics. 
Watching television, drinking and 
running around with the boys are the 
total social activities of this large

JU N EA U , Alaska (A P) - A heavy 
shroud of near sea-level clouds 
grounded investigators again Wed­ 
nesday at the crash site of a DC-8 
cargo jet in the Aleutian Islands.

Meanwhile, authorities shifted the 
base of recovery efforts to King Cove, 
nine miles closer to the crash site 750 
miles southwest of Anchorage. 
However, 40-knot winds and a .'100- 
foot cloud ceiling blunted any renewed 
attempts to reach the wreckage at the 
3.500-foot level of Mt. Dutton. 


Frank Malone, a spokesman for the 
safety board in Anchorage, said plans 
had been canceled to send an Army 
climbing team to the crash site. 
“ There’s no way you can walk in,” 
Malone said. “ One side of the moun­ 
tain is verticel and the other side is 60- 
degree shale.”

Other similar programs have grown 
to provide counseling, job training 
programs, medical 
treatment and 
work with both youth and adults, 
Shanbrom added. 
The local probation officer sees the 


Work-Release program as a part of 
probation to be a feasible way to halp 
some of the people he supervises. 
In this program, a probationer is 
housed in the local jail facility yet is 
released daily to go to his job. This 
would be most ideal, Shanbrom said, 
when used for persons convicted of 
non-support or who have drinking 
problems. The probationer returns 
nightly to the jail, his paycheck comes 
in and all his obligations are met, 
including a rental fee for his place in 
the jail. The remainder is returned to 
him. 
In this way the taxpayer, who might 
be burdened with additional expense 
for welfare or the probationer’s im­ 
prisonment, benefits from the close 
supervision. 
This tighter supervision would mean 
the alcoholic taking Antabuse, a drug 
which causes severe sickness when 
any alcoholic beverage is consumed, 
c ould have a faster and better chance 
of overcoming his addiction 
to 
drinking. 
Such a program would 
not 
be 
feasible in Pickaway County now 
because of 
tlie 
inadequate 
space 
provided in the county jail and lack of 
personnel. 
Shanbrom added that for many of 
tliese programs, the county may be 
able to obtain federal or state grants to 
organize or maintain them. But the 
most essential ingredient is an in­ 
volved public.

After Steele’s death in 1965, she 
continued operating the business by 
herself until she married William 
Pettis a year ago. 
“ I ’m teaching him, although he 
knew something about it before we 
were married. He is learning fast,” 
she said in an interview Tuesday. 


The couple handles 40 to 50 mules 
during the mid-June to mid-October 
packing season when their teams take 
parties into the Trinity Alps. The rest 
of their time is spent on their cattle 
ranch. 
“ Over the years I ’ve done all of the 
jobs associated with packing, Mrs. 
Pettis said. “ The most important thing 
for a good packer is to be able to shoe 
his mules and horses. I used to do this, 
but no more. It’s too hard on my 
back.”

Mrs. Pettis’ great-grandfather, 
Jam es Abrams, began the fam ily’s 
mule-packing tradition in 1849, when

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Ohio Coat Of Arms Has Had Many Forms

A sy mbol of the dreams of the men 
who created the State of Ohio, the coat 
of arms of OWo, or state seal, has 
taken many forms since it was con­ 


ceiv ed by the members of the state’s 
first leg islatu re in 1803, 
One au thor described the Great 
Seal's g rowing pains when she 
referred to it as an “ artistic 
chameleon”. Its rig id simplicity has

special meaning abou t hopes for the 
g rowth of the 17th .state, bu t has not 
won it any lau rels for artistry . 
The 
g reat 
v oid 
between 
the 
foreg rou nd and the mou ntain slopes 
was hig hly attractiv e to a nu mber of 
artists who u sed their imag ination and 
.skill to fill in this “neu tral zone." And 
the resu lts, apparently , were con­ 
fu sing . 
Between 1803 and 1866, the law was 
rather infwmal abou t the u se of the 
coat of arms. When a pu blisher ch« ie 
to Illu strate the seal in his newspaper, 
he mig ht toss in a forest of ev erg reeas 
or place a flatboat on the riv er or 
whatev er su ited his fancy . 
Resu lting problem was that all these 
artists, and their riv ers, canals, boats, 
log s, trees and waterfalls, made it 
impossible for citizens to know how the 
actu al Seal of Ohio appeared. 
Meeting in March, 1803, the first 
leg islatu re ru led that the new state 
shou ld hav e a seal to add au thenticity 
to its official papers. At their order it 
was decided the seal wou ld hav e: 
“On the rig ht side near the bottom, a 
sheaf of wheat and on the left a bu ndle 
of sev enteen arrows, both standing 
erect; in the backg rou nd and rising 
abov e the .sheaf and bu ndle of arrows, 
a mou ntain, ov er which shall appear a 
rising su n, the state seal to be 
su rrou nded by these words, “The 
Great Seal of the State of Ohio.” 
This was the first seal and is the Seal 
of Ohio 
today , 
ex cept 
for 
two 
v ariations. The law now definitely 
states the seal will be in circu lar form 
and calls for a mou ntain rang e. 
One historian notes howev er, that 
the first eng rav er of the Great Seal 
prov ided fcM* three mou ntains in a 
rang e and added a riv er at its base, 
althou g h not called for. It was reported 
that the artist u sed the v iew of Mt. 
Log an and the peaks to either side to 
create his first desig n, and that it did 
in fact inclu de the Scioto Riv er, which 
washes the base of that hill. Chillicothe 
and area residents hav e long main­ 
tained this story as factu al. 
Since Thomas Worthing ton was one 
of the men influ ential in org anizing the 
new state and his Adena home, where 


the early men of g ov ernment often 
met, commands a clear v iew of those 
peaks, the tale is v ery likely tru e. 
The simplicity of the 1803 leg islatu re 
contrasts sharply with that g rou p 
which passed a new law in 1866, 
chang ing the desig n for the seal. In 181 
words — three times as many as the 
orig inal — the 186 6 leg islatu re 
desig ned a new coat of arms for the 
state and inclu ded in it the ty pical 
sheaf of wheat, bu ndle of arrows and 
su n rising ov er a mou ntain rang e. It 
also formally g av e the riv er a position 
in the seal. 
In addition, a farmer, with im­ 
plements of ag ricu ltu re and sheafs of 
wheat standing erect and recu mbent 
became the su pporting fig u re on the 
rig ht. Behind them a locomotiv e and 
train of cars was added. 
On the left, the leg islatu re prov ided 
that a smith shou ld be placed, along 
with the tools of his trade — an anv il 
and hammer. 
Behind the smith on the water, a 
steamboat was placed and capping off 
the entire desig n, at its base, was the 
motto “Imperiu m in Imperio.” 
Translated, the motto read “An 
empire within an empire.” When the 
people of the state discov ered what it 
meant, many objected, feeling it 
followed the old sou thern states' rig hts 
doctrine. The proposal was too soon 
after the Civ il War to be accepted — if 
it wou ld ev er hav e been. 
In April, 1867, less than a y ear after 
it had p a s ^ , the law was amended to 
prov ide that the words “The Great 
Seal of the State of Ohio” shou ld 
su rrou nd the seal in place of the 
“imperial” motto. 
Whether the 1866 seal was a means of 
pacify ing all the wou ld-be seal 
desig ners who had, at one Jime or 
another, added to the orig inal desig n, 
or whether some forward-looking 
person who anticipated the income 
from making new dies for all the of­ 
ficial seals su cceeded in g etting the 
chang e is still u nknown. 
Bu t the action was short-liv ed. On 
May 9 , 1868, a Democratic leg islatu re 
repealed the complicated seal and

adopted intact the orig inal law, adding 
only that the seal was to be in the form 
of a circle and that there wou ld be a 
mou ntain rang e from which the su n 
rose. 
The riv er was left a part of the state 
seal, althou g h not stated in the 
leg islation. 
In ou r more technical ag e of the 
present, the Great Seal ag ain met with 
leg islators who, in 1967, amended the 
1868 law. 
It specifically calls for the mou ntain 
rang e to be a representation of Mou nt 
liOg an, in Ross Cou nty , as v iewed from 
Adena State Memorial. The su n, by the 
19 6 7 standards, shou ld be three- 
q u arters ex posed ov er the mou ntains 
and radiate 17 ray s, which form a 
semicircle at the top of the seal. 
The ^ioto Riv er and cu ltiv ated 
fields is specified to fill the g ap bet­ 


ween the mou ntain and the bu ndle of 
arrows and wheat sheaf. 
The definite statement of the 1967 
leg isla tio n eliminates earlier con­ 
trov ersy abou t the waterway . Some 
had claimed it referred to the Ohio 
Riv er, for which the state was named. 
The 17 arrows and 17 ray s ty pifies 
the American Union with the ac­ 
ceptance of Ohio as a new state. The 
wheat sig nifies the state’s ag ricu ltu re, 
the orig inal and still important in­ 
du stry of the state. 
A rising su n allu des to the adv ance of 
the state in wealth and power and the 
mou ntains ex plain the fact that Ohio 
was the first state west of the 
Alleg hanies. 
Ohio cou ld adopt a new coat of arms, 
one with artistic v alu e. Bu t cou ld it 
ev er replace in history Ohio’s orig inal 
Great Seal?

CINCINNATI. Ohio (AP) - 
Slate Development director 
David Sweet said Wednesday 
separate planning agencies 
should be established in each 
of Ohio’s 15 planning regions. 
Addressing 
the 
Ohio 
Municipal League conference 
here, Sweet .said creation of 
the regional agencies would 
insure that all Ohio com­ 
munities qualify for all 
federal grant funding in 
which they are entitled. 
Many federal block grant 
and special revenue sharing 
proposal require planning by 
a regional agency, he said. 
“Ohio now ranks 49th in the 
level of federal aid dollars per 
capita flowing into the state,” 
Sweet said. “We must work to 
pull in our fair share of 
federal grant funding.” 
He 
said 
the 
regional 
planning agency serving the 
Dallas-Fort Worth, Texas, 
area 
generated 
and 
processed $327 million in 
federal grants in fiscal year 
1972. 
“Texas’ success in pulling 
in an impressive share of 
federal grant dollars through 
a statewide network of 
regional planning agencies 
indicates Ohio’s distributing 
program is a positive step in 
that direction,” Sweet said. 
The administration set up 
1 1 service districts and 15 
planning regions to provide a 
coordinated system of state 
service delivery and regional 
planning.

D e v e l o p m e n t 
organization to provide a 
closer state-regional-local 
working relationship.

SANTIAGO,Chile (AP) — Scattered 
resistance to the new military junta in 
Chile has been reported in Santiago 
and unofficial sources estim ate 500 to 
1,000 persons have been killed since 
the country’s military chiefs over­ 
threw President Salvador Allende on 
Tuesday.

barricaded Wednesday night, and the 
junta warned that any arm ed persons 
taken prisoner would be shot on the 
spot. 


A round-the-clock curfew kept 
civ ilians off the street Wednesday as 


Allende was buried with only his 
family attending.

H em isphere’s first freely elected 
Marxist chief of state, shot himself 
rather than surrender. 


Many persons were stranded in 
office buildings or hotels by the cur­ 
few. 


As snipers exchanged fire with 
m ilitary patrols in the streets, ex­ 
plosions were heard in industrial areas 
of Santiago. Gunfights were reported 
between soldiers and arm ed workers 
occupying their factories in protest 
against the end of Allende's 35-month 


attem pt to turn Chile into a socialist 
state. 
There were reports that 600 leftists 
surrendered after a gunfight with

university. 
Communications were erratic and 
conditions elsewhere in the nation 
could not be assessed. A broadcast by 
the junta declared that normalcy was 
returning for the IO million Chileans.

formally installed themselves at a 
ceremony at the Bernardo O’Higgins

‘‘We started it as a joke,” said 
barber Wayne Bump. ‘‘We’ve had 
three customers since we put up a 
Iiegs Shaved’ sign two weeks ago.” 
Bump, 24, and IX^nnis Ashbaugh, 40, 
operate a barber shop in a downtown 
office building. 
“After all, we’re in the hair business, 
and barbering is becoming an all- 
service business,” Ashbaugh said. 
“We trim beards and moustaches, 
give men permanent waves and sell 
artificial 
m oustaches, 
beards and 
hairpieces— why shouldn’t we shave 
women’s legs?” 
The barbers apply hot steam towels 
before lathering legs and shave with a 
.straight razor. They use a safety razor 
on the calf. 
They say their customers, all in their 
20s, have not shown any shyness. The 
women like the male customers, are 
first draped in a sheet. 
“We usually shave about two to

WASHINGTON (AP) - For the first 
time Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson 
has spelled out Justice Department 
policy allowing national security wire­ 
taps in cases related to foreign in­ 
telligence-gathering. 
The Supreme Court ruled a year ago 
that the government could not conduct 
domestic security wiretaps without 
first obtaining judicial consent. 
The court did not apply its restric­ 
tion to wiretaps said necessary for 
national security, and Richardson’s 
statement was the first explanation of 
policy on those taps since the court 
action. 
Richardson’s explanation came in a 
letter to Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
chairm an of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
That committee has questioned the 
role of Secretary of State-designate 
Henry A. Kissinger in authorizing 
national security wiretaps on 17 in­ 
dividuals. 
In the letter to Fulbright Richardson 
said that he will not approve any ap­ 
plication for electronic surveillance 
unless it is designed: 
—“To protect the nation against 
actual or potential attack or other 
hostile acts of a foreign power. 
—“To obtain foreign intelligence 
information deemed essential to the 
security of the United States. 
—“Or to protect national security

against

Even then, he ad­ 
ded, rising labor and other costs would 
Paper M ill 
Strike Talks 
To Resume 


MONTREAL (AP) - Negotiators 
for striking paper mill workers and the 
Canadian International Paper Co. will 
resume talks in Montreal Friday in an 
effort to settle the strike that has 
closed five of the company’s mills in 
eastern Canada for more than a 
month. 
J. P. Gallic of the United Pa- 
permakers International Union said a 
Quebec government mediator initiated 
the resumption of the contract talks, 
which broke off early in August just 
before about 7,500 workers went on 
strike at five of the company’s mills in 
eastern Canada. 
Gallic said the union would insist on 
the same terms agreed to last week by 
the Abitibi Paper Co. That agreement 
provides for pay increases of 8.5 per 
cent in each year of a two-year con­ 
tract. 
Abitibi’s 4,500 unionized workmen 
are voting on the new contract, and 
first returns indicate it will be ac­ 
cepted by a large margin. But workers 
at the company’s mill in Iroquois 
Falls, Ont., struck Saturday because of 
conditions at their plant, including 
scheduling of personnel, timing of 
shifts and the number of men assigned 
to a work crew.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Asserting 
that Vietnam-era veterans are worse 
off than their fathers, an independent 
committee urged today that GI Bill 
educational benefits be increased 
substantially. 
A gap between post-World War II 
and current benefits “ serves to 
reinforce the belief of today’s veteran 
that he fought an unpopular war and 
must deal with public apathy about his 
future,” the Special Veterans’ Op­ 
portunity Committee said. 
The committee, chaired by Rep. 
Silvio O. Conte, R-Mass., was formed 
by the National league of Cities and 
the U. S. Conference of Mayors. Its 39- 
page report was based on an eight- 
month study of veterans’ problems, 
including public hearings at Newark, 
N. J., Cleveland and Seattle.

U.S.-China confrontation on the future 
of Korea promises to overshadow the 
annua' fall session of the General

y in a complex test of evolving 
superpower relationships. 
The Soviet Union finds itself on the 
Chinese side in a rare show of 
togetherness. Japan is also deeply 
concerned with the destiny of its 
former colony that became a divided 
nation after World War IL 
The session opens next Tuesday with 
the admission of the two Germanys, a 
historic event carefully orchestrated 
by the Big Four conquerors of the 
Nazis. But no close harmony of East- 
West detente surrounds the Korean 
issue and its bag of black memories. 
The dispute w ill measure the skill of 
the American team to be led, if the 
Senate confirms him, by Henry A. 
Kissinger. His first appearance here 
as secretary of state would be a high 
point of the 135-nation assembly also 
interested in his views on the Middle 
East.

a problem long unresolved. As an 
opener, the 23-year-old U.N. Com­ 
mission for the Unification and 
Rehabilitation of Korea, has already 
recommended its own dissolution.

While conceding that Korea looms as 
the liveliest issue facing the assembly, 


West European diplomats see the seat­ 
ing of the Germanys as of greater 
significance. 
Together, East and West Germany 
w ill contribute more than 8 per cent of 
the U.N operating budget, more than 
making up for the cut from 31.5 to 25 
per cent which the United States won 


last year on its annual contribution. 
East Germany will fall in line as just 
one of the Soviet block of nations. But 
West Germany, one of the world’s 
most powerful industrial countries, is 
expected to greatly enhance the in­ 
fluence of the West European con­ 
tingent.

Optimistic Plans 


Among the prime indicators 
of future business trends are 
capital appropriations and 
expenditures 
by 
a 
nation’s 
industries. 
Appropriations 
involve planned spending for 
the future and expenditures are 
the actual placing of orders for 
new plant and equipment. 
A second quarter survey of 
appropriations in the United 
States by The Conference 
Board, an industry-sponsored 
research organization, shows 
manufacturers gearing up for 
heavy 
expansion 
of 
their 
capital facilities. This is a 
strong 
indication 
business 
expects demand for many 


products to remain heavy in the 
future, requiring expanded 
production capabilities. 
More than $10 billion was 
appropriated by the nation’s 
1,000 largest m anufacturing 
companies for new plant and 
equipment during the second 
quarter. It was the second 
record-breaking quarter in 
succession in The Conference 
Board survey, which has been 
made quarterly since 1953. 
S e c o n d 
q u a r t e r 
appropriations are up ll per 
cent over the first quarter and 
a whopping increase of 53 per 
cent over the second quarter of 
1972. Not surprisingly in view of 


the nation’s energy problems, 
the petroleum industry led the 
field with a budgeted increase 
of 49 per cent over the first 
quarter’s appropriations. 
Fourteen of the 
17 basic 
industries surveyed showed 
substantial 
increases 
in 
planned spending over a year 
ago. The scope of the planned 
new 
investm ent 
indicates 
m anufacturers 
across 
the 
board are gearing up for 
unprecedented business in the 
near future. 
It leaves no doubt that those 
closest to the pulse of American 
business see definite signs of 
major growth ahead. 


What Nixon Must Do 


Any drama must have a resolution, 
an ending. The emotional knot is tied, 
then untied or cut. The matador must 
slay the bull. The tightening com­ 
plexities of "Hamlet” demand the 
finality of action at the end. 
So far President Nixon has asked us, 
eloquenUy enough, to move beyond 
Watergate and turn to other things. 
This is all very well, and indeed 
everyone senses that much of the 
nation, at any rate, is ready and even 
eager to do so. The trouble is that 
Nixon himself has yet to move on to 
anything specific. He talks vaguely of 
inflation and of projects impending in 
foreign affairs, yet he seems curiously 
static, immobilized himself while 
calling upon others to move, pointing 
yet frozen, like some shade in Dante. 
"Let’s go on now,” he said in his San 
Clemente press conference. "We must 
move chi from Watergate to the 
business of the people.” 
Yet apart from nominating Henry 
Kissinger, Nixon himself has done 
nothing to move on, and he has not 
staked out any new territory on the far 
side 
of 
Watergate. 
He 
refers 
repeatedly to the "mandate of 1972,” 
and there can be little doubt about the 
existence of such a mandate, but he 
has done nothing at all in response to 
its substance. If the political drama of 
Watergate is to have an end, however, 
it can only come through political 
action on Nixon’s part. It is not enough 
for him to ask us to move on. He must 
move on himself. 
Nor is there any mystery about the 
steps he can take to focus attention on 
matters of genuine political substance. 
If the mandate of 1972 embodied one 
clear imperative, it had to do with the 
fact that the American people had 
looked upon busing of schoolchildren 
for the purpose of racial balance, and 
had rejected 
it. 
Nixon and 
his 
surrogates in the 
1972 campaign 
repeatedly denounced such busing. 
Opinion polls show opposition to busing 
at percentages above 80. Yet here we 
are, in the fifth year of Nixon’s 
Presidency, and this fall more children 
will be bused under court orders than 
ever before. Surely here is an op­ 
portunity for action on the President’s 
part. Especially in the wake of the 
Denver decision, he could only do 
himself good politically by espousing a 
constitutional amendment restricting 
such busing. That alone would go far in 
moving him beyond Watergate. He 
would be a middle-American hero, the 
Man Who Stood in the School Bus Door. 
And such a stand would not only be 
expedient; it would also be right. 
On a whole spectrum of issues, 
Nixon has only to re-read his 1972 
campaign oratory in order to have an

agenda for immediate action. 
He campaigned, for example, 
against racial quotas in our national 
life, correctly denouncing them as 
alien to the American tradition. Yet his 
own department of HEW, then as now, 
is busily enforcing quotas in both 
public and private hiring as well as in 
higher education. Tough action there 
would help move Nixon beyond 
Watergate. 
Last January, the Harris Poll 
showed that 74 per cent of the people 
regarded excessive Federal spending 
as a prime cause of inflation. They 
were correct. Yet in the current fiscal I 
year, Congress, out of control, has 
appropriated some $2.9 billion in ex­ 
cess of the amounts budgeted, with 
still more large appropriations bills 


waiting in the wings. Here, again, 
Nixon can take the offensive with noisy 
vetoes and frank, responsible analysis. 


In 1968 and 1972, Nixon presented 
himself to the voters as the advocate of 
strong national defense, yet the doves 
in Congress have seized the ihitative, 
cutting back both existing programs 
and vital research and development. 
The volunteer army is in considerable 
trouble. Yet the Soviet Union relent­ 
lessly extends its military capability. 
Why cannot the President level with 
the American people on this crucial 
issue? 
That will do for starters, but Nixon 
does not lack fin* substantive issues. If 
we are to move beyond Watergate, he 
has to move beyond it himself.

NEW YORK (AP) - The costs of 
materials and capital rose in 1972 as 
inflation persisted, so it isn’t sur­ 
prising to find that the cost of labor as 
a proportion of total industrial sales 
rose also. 
As in any boom, outdated facilities 
were reactivated, the labor force 
worked overtime and new workers 
with inferior skills were pressed into 
duty. As a result, human and machine 
efficiency was sometimes strained. 
A report just completed by Standard 
& Poor’s, investment adviser and 
publishers, shows that wages, salaries 
and fringe benefits consumed 26.4 
cents of every dollar of sales in 1972, 
and forecasts an increase for this year. 
But, in reviewing the figures it 
becomes clear that the labor per­ 
centage of costs was relatively low. It 
was higher than the 1971 figure of 25.9 
cents, but that figure was the lowest 
since at least 1957. 
Tlu? study shows that in every year 
since 1964 direct labor costs accounted 
for at least 27 cents of each industrial 
sales dollar, which means the in­ 
creases now occurring might return 
the ratio only to the 1960-1970 average. 
Some of the labor costs for individual 
groups also were revealing. Salaries 
and wages as a percentage of sales 
amounted to 18.2 cents in the food 
products category, down from 18.9 in 
1971 and 18.3 in 1970. 
Labor costs in meats and dairy 
products totaled 14.7 cents, matched 
against 15.3 in 1971, less than 14 cents 
in 1970 and 14.6 cents in 1969. Oil labor 
costs were 11.4 cents, compared with 


11.8 in 1971 and 12.4 cents in 1970. 
Official government figures show 
that output per manhour dropped 0.8 
per cent in the second quarter after a 5 
per cent increase in the first three 
months. Direct labor costs this year, 
therefore, are bound to be higher. 


Another study, this one by the First 
National City Bank, contains in­ 
formation that will shock many 
Americans. It shows that for the year 
1973 the depreciation of the dollar was 
less than for any other industrial 
nation. 
Trailing the anticipated 4.7 per cent 
decrease in dollar buying power for the 
year are the currencies of nations who 
have been highly critical of U.S. 
economic management. 
In order: Sweden 5.8 per cent, 
Luxembourg 6.2, Canada 6.3, France 
6.3, New Zealand 6.4, Australia 6.6, 
Belgium 6.6, Germany 6.8, Austria 7.1, 
Norway 7.1, Denmark 7.2, Netherlands 
7.3, Switzerland 7.4, Spain 7.8, the 
United Kingdom 7.8. 
Finland is expected to show 
depreciation of 8.3 per cent, Japan 8.5, 
South Africa 8.6, Italy 8.7, Portugal 8.9 
Ireland 9.8, Turkey 10.6, Iceland 14.8 
and Yugoslavia 16.7 per cent.

Speaking Of Your Health

Everyone laughs at me when I tell 
them I found out that I was sick when I 
went to buy a hat. 
Suddenly my head size was much 
larger and I couldn’t understand it 
until the doctor told me that I had 
Paget’s disease. 
I think your readers would be 
interested in knowing about this 
condition. 
Mr. P. T. R.,N. H. 
Dear Mr. R.: 
You would be amazed to know how 
frequenUy doctors make a tentative 
diagnosis of Paget’s disease based on a 
story similar to yours. 
This bony disorder is known as 
"osteitis deformans.” The very name 
indicates that bony deformities do 
occur with this condition, which is 
named after the person who first 
described it. 
The exact cause is unknown, but 
there is some evidence that makes 
doctors believe there is a genetic 
(familial) tendency involved. 
The disease is a chronic one which 
starts off at first with the absorption of 
calcium from the bone. Later, there is 
a reverse of this, and calcium is 
deposited in the bones, causing 
deformities and adnormal thickening. 
X-rays show the changes that often 
occur in the skull and other bones of 
the body. Tile added calcium in the 
skull bones accounts for the rather 
sudden variation in the size of the 
head. 
This is a very complicated disease, 
with many ramifications. 
Chemical and hormonal balance is of 
extreme importance and is kept under 
constant observation bv the doctors. 


With today’s modern treatment, the 
outlook of longevity for patients with 
Paget’s disease is very good. 
To 
insure 
the 
reduction 
of 
complications, it is important that 
once the diagnosis is established, the 
patient 
must 
be 
kept 
under 
observation and studied at regular 
intervals.

I have repeatedly told her that a 
cancer is not contagious, but I do not 
seem to get anywhere. 
Maybe you could reinforce my 
argument.

Dear Mr. N.: 
The fear of cancer is great in so 
many people that it is often difficult to 
reason with them or to separate them 
from their anxiety. 
It is true that cancers are not 
contagious. Cancers are not infectious. 
Cancers cannot be transmitted from 
one person to another, even when 
intimately in contact with people who 
have the disease. 
However, even though cancers are 
not contagious, the fear of cancer can 
be. These fears are very destructive 
and are passed from one anxious 
person to another. 
There may be other reasons wny 
your wife has difficulty in visiting her 
aunt. It is a kindness not to pursue this 
too diligently. Your wife can make 
many gestures of thoughtfulness and 
kindness to her aunt without actually 
visiting her and increasing her burden 
of emotional distress.

The committee decided to build the 
city in a circle with eight streets and 
alleys radiating from it. An octagonal 
courthouse was designed and built in 
the center of the circle at the in­ 
tersection of Court and Main Sts. 
Forty families were living here in 
the year of 1810. By the year 1827 the 
town had grown to 107 families with a 
population of 725 persons. This 
“Roundtown” lasted more than a 
quarter of a century when the Ohio 
General Assembly passed a law 
permitting its redevelopment. The 
squaring began with the north-west 
quarter in 1838 and continued until all

The means of exporting produce at 
this time was by flatboats floating 
down the Scioto River to the Ohio 
River and then, down the Mississippi 
to New Orleans. Also a long and 
dangerous route by wagon or pack- 
train over the Allegheny Mountains to 
the east coast was undertaken. 
In 1820 the Ohio Canal project began 
to take definite form. The opening of 
this canal in 1831 was a very important 
event for CircleviMe as it brought new 
industry and prosperity. Elevators and 
warehouses grew up along the canal 
and the business activities of the city 
moved westward from the circle. 
One of the outstanding businessmen 
of this period was John Groce, grand­ 
father of Mrs. Frank Bennett and Mrs. 
Clark Will. 
Many toll roads and pikes were built 
along the canal as the first bridge over 
the Scioto was not built until 1837. After 
the Scioto Valley Railroad was built in 
1875 transportation on the canal and 
the stagecoach began to decrease. 
New industry began to make its 
appearance in the County as Goeller’s 
broom factory and the Portage 
Strawboard Co. which made paper 
from the straw after the wheat was 
threshed. It is now the Container 
Corporation of America which has 
converted to wood pulp for paper 
making. 
Three canning companies located 
here using corn, tomatoes, spinach and 
peas. These products were shipped 
over the U. S. as well as to foreign 
countries. Excellent highways and the 
Teays River which was forced un­ 
derground by the glacier and excellent 
farm land, were contributing factors in 
the choice of this location.

WASHINGTON I AP) — The veteran 
trial attorney W atergate special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox recruited to 
handle the Watergate break-in and 
cover-up cases may be forced to resign 
soon to avoid a conflict with federal 
law. 
A Justice Department spokesman 
has confirmed that Atty. Gen. Elliot L. 
Richardson has been asked to decide 
whether Jam es F. Neal can continue 
working for Cox while his Nashville, 
Tenn., law firm represents individuals 
involved 
in 
unrelated 
government 
cases. 
Neal, who headed the government 
team that 
successfully prosecuted 
former Teamsters Union President 
Jam es Hoffa on jury tam pering 
charges in 1964, was one of the first 
attorneys recruited by Cox when he 
became special prosecutor last May. 
Neal, 43, has been in private law 
practice since 1966 when he resigned 
as U.S. attorney for the middle district 
of Tennessee. 
Federal law prohibits an attorney 
who spends more than 60 days on the 
government payroll from continuing 
his private law practice. Attorneys 
employed by the government for less 
than 60 days can continue to represent 
individuals in cases unrelated to their 
government work. 
Neal has commuted between Nash­ 
ville and Washington, dividing his time 
between his private practice and his 
work for Cox. He has been on the gov­ 
ernment 
payroll 
only 
when 
in 
Washington, a total of about 50 days. 
When Cox announced that Neal was 
joining his staff he said it would be “ for 
as long as I can convince him to stay. 
The present arrangement is that he 
will work for two weeks or longer if he 
can.” 
Both Cox and Neal refused 
to 
elaborate at the time on that cryptic 
announcement. 
However, Cox put Neal in charge of 
the most important phase of the in­ 
vestigation, and it was apparent Cox 
hoped he would stay to try criminal 
cases in the scandal. 
When the 60-day deadline ap ­ 
proached, Cox asked Richardson for

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Little Relief 
Seen In Food 
Price Situation 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Farm ers 
are harvesting record crops of wheat 
and corn but consumers may have to 
wait awhile before seeing much relief 
at the supermarket. 
The reason: 
foreign buyers are 
helping to drive up prices of grain 
needed to fatten cattle, hogs, and 
poultry for American dinner tables. 
Even if prices of grain and soybeans 
come down further — they have eased 
slightly from recent record peaks — 
Agriculture Department experts say it 
takes time for livestock producers to 
gear up their production. 
Many livestock farmers also are 
hesitant about expanding without 
reliable evidence that their feed costs 
can be justified over the long haul. 
But the latest crop estim ates 
released Tuesday by the department 
provided at least some hope that the 
long-awaited boost in the nation’s food 
supply may be near. 
The corn crop, always a prime factor 
in 
consumer 
food 
supplies 
as 
a 
livestock feed, was forecast at a record 
5.77 billion bushels, up 4 per cent from 
last year. 
However, department officials say 
about 5.8 billion bushels will be needed 
to fill both domestic and foreign or­ 
ders. 
That means the nation’s dwindling 
corn reserve — expected to be down to 
less than a two-month supply by Oct. I 
— will diminish even further over the 
next year. 
The giant demand also suggests that 
prices of corn and other feed grains 
will remain high well into 1974.

The Nixon administration insists the 
larger harvests will lead to lower 
prices, and government officials point 
to substantial price declines in some 
food products in recent weeks to back 
up the theory. 
But livestock experts say big in­ 
creases in the meat supply will not be 
forthcoming unless prices for live 
animals rise again or unless feed 
prices decline further to offset rising 
production costs. 
In another report Tuesday, USDA 
predicted that prices of live cattle in 
the last quarter of 1973 “will be way 
over” the market level last fall of $35 
per IOO pounds. 
A spokesman said choice-grade 
steers at Omaha, Neb., sold for about 
$48 per IOO pounds Tuesday, down 
sharply from a peak a few weeks ago 
of more than $56. 
He said the Omaha price, used as a 
basic indicator, might slip another $2 
or $3, but that no drastic plunge in the 
market was foreseen.

The speaker said he still had hopes 
the courts would uphold the 1973 law 
that would provide aid to the church- 
affiliated schools in the form of ser­ 
vices, including health, counseling, re­ 
medial reading other non-religious 
needs and personnel. 


He noted that the state for the past 
several years has been providing 
auxiliary services such as audio visual 
aids, books, and similar aids but at a 
much lesser degree than currently 
proposed. 


The Ohio Supreme Court upheld the 
I968 law that permitted the state to 
provide auxiliary services at the level 
they have been up to now. 
Benson Wolman, executive director 
of the Civil Uberties Union of Ohio who 
participated in lawsuits that led to the 
courts throwing out two previous state 
attempts to help the parochial schools, 
predicted this latest attempt also will 
fail. 
He conceded that although auxiliary 
services have met legal tests so far 
they now will be rejected because of 
what he called a “ 13-fold” increase 


from the $6.5 million spend in the last 
biennium. 
Wolman, in a U.S. District Court 
action that threatens the latest plan, 
cited previous decisions of the U.S. 
Supreme Court rejecting aid to 
parochial schools in “ substantial” 
amounts. 
Lancione 
discounted 
Wolman s contention. He said the 
court was being asked only to approve 
the same “principle” that was upheld 
by the Ohio court. 
The speaker conceded, however, 
that an adverse decision is possible.

Flying Auto 
Crash Kills 
Dovolopors 


OXNARD, Calif. (AP)-The two 
developers of a flying automobile have 
been killed in the flaming crash of the 
craft only minutes after takeoff, of­ 
ficials report. 
Known as “the flying Pinto,” a 
combination of a Ford Pinto auto and a 
Cessna airplane, the 
prototype 
plunged to earth about a mile from 
Ventura County Airport late Tuesday 
afternoon. 
Killed were Henry A. Smolinski, 40, 
Santa Susana, and Harold Blake, 40, 
las Angeles. They were the founders 
and top two officers of Advanced Ve­ 
hicle Engineers, launched at nearby 
Van Nuys in 1968. 
The “flying Pinto” had been touted 
for a 40-city nationwide tour as a sales 
promotion prelude. With the death of 
the officials and destruction of the pro­ 
totype, the future of the venture was 
uncertain, spokesmen indicated. 
A witness, Sixto M. Bilio, 66, of 
nearby El Rio, said he heard a plane 
engine sputter and jumped out of a 
pickup truck and began running. He 
escaped with minor burns when the 
plane plowed into his truck and spun 
into a nearby tomato field.

Cox May Ask 
Extension Of 
Grand Jury 


w a s h in g t o n i a p ) — if the court 
battle over access to the White House 
a ter gate tapes is not resolved by 
mid-November, special prosecutor 
Archibald Cox may ask Congress to 
extend the term of the federal grand 
jury investigating the break-in and 
cover-up. 
A spokesman for 
the 
special 
prosecutor acknowledged that an act 
of Congress extending the grand jury 
term beyond Dec. 5, is one of two 
alternatives now under consideration. 
The other would be resubmitting the 
evidence to a new grand jury. 
There is concern within Cox’s office 
that the battle over the tapes will not 
be resolved before the end of the grand 
jury’s term. 
A decision from the U.S. Court of 
Appeals is expected by Oct. I, with a 
Supreme Court decision likely by Nov. 


But Cox’s staff isn’t certain that will 
be the end of the court battle. 
The 
White 
House 
has 
stated 
repeatedly that the President will 
abide by a definitive decision of the 
Supreme 
Court. 
But 
neither 
presidential press spokesmen nor 
Charles Alan Wright, the President’s 
attorney in the tapes case, has been 
willing to say exactly what is meant by 
definitive. 
There is a possibility 
that the 
Supreme Court could refer the case 
back to the lower courts or that its 
decision, 
if 
it 
went 
against 
the 
President, 
would 
require 
some 
clarification. 
For example, U.S. District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica ordered the 
President to give him the tapes sub­ 
poenaed by Cox so that he could listen 
to them in private and determine if 
Nixon had a valid claim for withhold­ 
ing them. 
But even though Sirica appeared to 
be upholding Cox’s contention that the 
courts, 
not the 
President, 
should 
decide whether the tapes could be 
withheld, the special prosecutor 
wasn’t fully satisfied with the judge’s 
decision. 
Cox asked the Court of Appeals to 
change Sirica’s order to permit the 
prosecutor to listen to the tapes along 
with the judge to point out the parts es­ 
sential to the Watergate investigation.

In the past five years, the number of 
persons under supervision with the 
Pickaway County Common Pleas 
Court has increased steadily and now 
numbers around 120 
Shanbrom, who is an officer of the 
Adult Parole Authority serving in this 
county, 
indicated that community 
involvement could assist in the great 
overload of probation cases and, 
hopefully, prevent these people’s 
reappearance in court. 
He cited as examples an adult 
education program through the new 
Pickaway-Ross Vocational School, a 
more active support of the Alcoholics 
Anonymous program already in 
operation, plus several new programs 
which could benefit many local of­ 
fenders. 
A large number of the people 
Shanbrom and other local court of­ 
ficers deal with on probation are at­ 
tempting to live with a below-average 
education, Shanbrom noted, many as 
low as a fourth grade level. The 
biggest reason for their crimes is lack 
of money. They resort to breaking the 
law to improve or maintain their life, 
he added. 
Through an adult education program 
which would provide training in 
various skill areas as well as continue 
their schooling in academic areas, the 
probation officer feels many of the 
people he has under supervision could 
be led into useful and productive lives. 
An active Alcoholics Anonymous 
program could be a third arm to the 
probation program by helping a man 
or woman whose criminal offenses are 
a result 
of their serious 
alcohol 
problem. 
Roughly 50 per cent of the cases he 
sees here, Shanbrom indicates, are 
before him because of alcohol— 
although not all are alcoholics. 
Watching television, drinking and 
running around with the boys are the 
total social activities of this large 


Investigators 
Can't Reach 


Crash Site 


JUNEAU, Alaska (AP) — A heavy 
shroud of near sea-level clouds 
grounded investigators again Wed­ 
nesday at the crash site of a DC-8 
cargo jet in the Aleutian Islands 
A spokesman for the National 
Transportation Safety Board said 
chances were “practically nil” that a 
helicopter crew would be able to 
retrieve the bodies of six persons killed 
when the jet hit a mountain Saturday 
near Cold Bay. 


Meanwhile, authorities shifted the 
base of recovery efforts to King Cove, 
nine miles closer to the crash site 750 
miles southwest of Anchorage. 
However, 40-knot winds and a 300- 
foot cloud ceiling blunted any renewed 
attempts to reach the wreckage at the 
3,500-foot level of Mt. Dutton. 


Frank Malone, a spokesman for the 
safety board in Anchorage, said plans 
had been canceled to send an Army 
climbing team to the crash site. 
“There’s no way you can walk in,” 
Malone said. “One side of the moun­ 
tain is verticel and the other side is 60- 
degree shale.”

group of offenders. As AA could be 
valuable for those with serious 
drinking problems, he sees a volunteer 
program as a help for the others. 
A team of screened volunteers in 
other counties and in other states now 
have successful help programs un­ 
derway. Working closely with the 
judges and other court officers, this 
organization could be set up to provide 
counseling, job assistance arni com­ 
panionship for probationers. 
Since a lack of outside interests and 
activities is a common problem for 
those on probation in Pickaway 
County, a volunteer could simply be a 
friend and arrange to go places and do 
things with a probationer and his 
family. The idea is to broaden their 
interests so the 
night-out-with-the- 
boys-at-the-bar routine could be 
broken. 
A 
person with 
training 
in job 
counseling and employment ex­ 
perience could work with local 
businesses in locating jobs and refer 
probationers. 
Mock 
interview 
sessions, which would lie staffed by 
volunteer businessmen, do much to 
build the self-confidence and prepare 
these people for the actual experience 
of applying for a job 
Other similar programs have grown 
to provide counseling, job training 
programs, medical 
treatment and 
work with both youth and adults, 
Shanbrom added. 
The local probation officer sees the 


Work-Release program as a part of 
probation to be a feasible way to halp 
some of the people he supervises. 
In this program, a probationer is 
housed in the local jail facility yet is 
released daily to go to his job. This 
would be most ideal, Shanbrom said, 
when used for persons convicted of 
non-support or who have drinking 
problems. The probationer returns 
nightly to the jail, his paycheck comes 
in and all his obligations are met, 
including a rental fee for his place in 
the jail. The remainder is returned to 
him. 
In this way the taxpayer, who might 
be burdened with additional expense 
for welfare or the probationer’s im­ 
prisonment, benefits from the close 
supervision. 
This tighter supervision would mean 
the alcoholic taking Antabuse, a drug 
which causes severe sickness when 
any alcoholic beverage is consumed, 
could have a faster and better chance 
of overcom ing his addiction 
to 
drinking. 
Such a program would not be 
feasible in Pickaway County now 
because of the 
inadequate 
space 
provided in the county jail and lack of 
personnel. 
Shanbrom added that for many of 
these programs, the county may be 
able to obtain federal or state grants to 
organize or maintain them. But the 
most essential ingredient is an in­ 
volved public.

Mule-Packing Grandmother 
Calls On Long Experience 


WEAVERVILLE, 
Calif.

E thel 
P ettis, 
the 
m ule-packing 
grandmother of Northern California’s 
Trinity Alps, says her new husband is 
an apt student of the business she’s 
been in for 41 years. 


Mrs. Pettis, a spry 56, got into the 
mule packing service in 1932 with her 
first husband, Nate Steele. 


After Steele’s death in 1965, she 
continued operating the business by 
herself until she married William 
Pettis a year ago. 


“I’m teaching him, although he 
knew something about it before we 
were married. He is learning fast,’’ 
she said in an interview Tuesday. 


The couple handles 40 to 50 mules 
during the mid-June to mid-October 
packing season when their teams take 
parties into the Trinity Alps. 'Hie rest 
of their time is spent on their cattle 
ranch. 
"Over the years I’ve done all of the 
jobs associated with packing, Mrs. 
Pettis said. "The most important thing 
for a good packer is to be able to shoe 
his mules and horses. I used to do this, 
but no more. I fs too hard on my 
back.” 


M rs. P e ttis’ great-grandfather, 
Jam es Abrams, began the family’s 
mule-packing tradition in 1849, when 
he 
and 
his 
brother 
arrived 
in 
California during the frantic days of 
the Gold Rush. 
"He was going to mine, but he found 
out there was more money in raising 
fruit and vegetables and packing in 
food and materials for the miners,” 
Mrs. Pettis said. 
"When I began packing in the early 
1930s, 
it was mostly 
hauling 
for 
miners. This changed in the late 1930s 
when recreational packing such as we 
do now, began increasing.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Ways and Means Committee may 
make one more effort to get legislation 
to close alleged tax loopholes moving 
this year, its acting chairman says. 
But it appeared more likely that tax 
reform, which Democrats tried to use 
as

issue 
in 
the 
1972 
presidential campaign, will instead be 
an issue in the 1974 congressional 
election year. 
Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., is heading 
the tax-writing committee while 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 
recuperates from a spinal operation. 
“I would like to do some loophole- 
closing this year,” Ullman said in an 
interview. “I know this is ambitious, 
but we might be able to do it if we could 
get a handle on it.” 
But Ullman acknowledged that the 
chances are slim if Congress adjourns 
as early as some of its leaders hope — 
by mid-October. 
Meanwhile, Mills virtually wrote off 
chances of tax reform action in the 
House this year. 
However, in a 
telephone interview from the Little 
Rock, Ark., hospital where he is con­ 
valescing, he said chances are good for 
enactment at least of a partial tax 
reform bill early next year — and for 
him to be fully recovered to handle it. 
Mills said tax reform might be 
handled in two legislative packages 
next year, the first to consist of 
selective tax breaks to encourage 
more investment in facilities by in­ 
dustries whose increased production is 
sought in the national interest. 
General tax reform might be in­ 
cluded in the same bill or might come 
later, Mills said, and the revenue loss 
from the incentive tax cuts could be re­ 
couped by an increase in the regular 
corporate income tax rate.

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O hio Coat O f Arm s Has Had M any Forms

special meaning about hopes for the 
growth of the 17th state, but has not 
won it any laurels for artistry. 
The 
great 
void 
between 
the 
foreground and the mountain slopes 
was highly attractive to a number of 
artists who used their imagination and 
skill to fill in this “neutral zone.” And 
the results, apparently, were con­ 
fusing. 
Between 1803 and 1866, the law was 
rather informal about the use of the 
coat of arms. When a publisher chose 
to illustrate the seal in his newspaper, 
he might toss in a forest of evergreens 
or place a flatboat on the river or 
whatever suited his fancy. 
Resulting problem was that all these 
artists, and their rivers, canals, boats, 
logs, trees and waterfalls, made it 
impossible for citizens to know how the 
actual Seal of Ohio appeared. 
Meeting in March, 1803, the first 
legislature ruled that the new state 
should have a seal to add authenticity 
to its official papers. At their order it 
was decided the seal would have: 
“On the right side near the bottom, a 
sheaf of wheat and on the left a bundle 
of seventeen arrows, both standing 
erect; in the background and rising 
above the sheaf and bundle of arrows, 
a mountain, over which shall appear a 
rising sun, the state seal 
to be 
surrounded by these words, “The 
Great Seal of the State of Ohio.” 
This was the first seal and is the Seal 
of 
Ohio 
today, 
except 
for 
two 
variations. The law now definitely 
states the seal will be in circular form 
and calls for a mountain range. 
One historian notes however, that 
the first engraver of the Great Seal 
provided for three mountains in a 
range and added a river at its base, 
although not called for. It was reported 
that the artist used the view of Mt. 
Logan and the peaks to either side to 
create his first design, and that it did 
in fact include the Scioto River, which 
washes the base of that hill. Chillicothe 
and area residents have long main­ 
tained this story as factual. 
Since Thomas Worthington was one 
of the men influential in organizing the 
new state and his Adena home, where

the early men of government often 
met, commands a clear view of those 
peaks, the tale is very likely true. 
The simplicity of the 1803 legislature 
contrasts sharply with that group 
which passed a new law in 1866, 
changing the design for the seal. In 181 
words — three times as many as the 
original — the 
1866 legislature 
designed a new coat of arms for the 
state and included in it the typical 
sheaf of wheat, bundle of arrows and 
sun rising over a mountain range. It 
also formally gave the river a position 
in the seal. 
In addition, a farmer, with im­ 
plements of agriculture and sheafs of 
wheat standing erect and recumbent 
became the supporting figure on the 
right. Behind them a locomotive and 
train of cars was added. 
On the left, the legislature provided 
that a smith should be placed, along 
with the tools of his trade — an anvil 
and hammer. 
Behind the smith on the water, a 
steamboat was placed and capping off 
the entire design, at its base, was the 
motto “Imperium in Imperio.” 
Translated, the motto read “An 
empire within an empire.” When the 
people of the state discovered what it 
meant, many objected, 
feeling it 
followed the old southern states’ rights 
doctrine. The proposal was too soon 
after the Civil War to be accepted — if 
it would ever have been. 
In April, 1867, less than a year after 
it had passed, the law was amended to 
provide that the words “The Great 
Seal of the State of Ohio’’ should 
surround the seal in place of the 
“imperial” motto. 
Whether the 1866 seal was a means of 
pacifying all the would-be seal 
designers who had, at one .time or 
another, added to the original design, 
or whether som e forward-looking 
person who anticipated the income 
from making new dies for all the of­ 
ficial seals succeeded in getting the 
change is still unknown. 
But the action was short-lived. On 
May 9, 1868, a Democratic legislature 
repealed the complicated seal and 


adopted intact the original law, adding 
only that the seal was to be in the form 
of a circle and that there would be a 
mountain range from which the sun 
rose. 
The river was left a part of the state 
seal, 
although not stated 
in 
the 
legislation. 
In our more technical age of the 
present, the Great Seal again met with 
legislators who, in 1967, amended the 
1868 law. 
It specifically calls for the mountain 
range to be a representation of Mount 
I/jgan, in Ross County, as viewed from 
Adena State Memorial. The sun, by the 
1967 standards, should be three- 
quarters exposed over the mountains 
and radiate 17 rays, which form a 
semicircle at the top of the seal. 
The Scioto River and cultivated 
fields is specified to fill the gap bet­ 


ween the mountain and the bundle of 
arrows and wheat sheaf. 
The definite statement of the 1967 
legislation 
eliminates 
earlier con­ 
troversy about the waterway. Some 
had claimed it referred to the Ohio 
River, for which the state was named. 
The 17 arrows and 17 rays typifies 
the American Union with the ac­ 
ceptance of Ohio as a new state. The 
wheat signifies the state’s agriculture, 
the original and still important in­ 
dustry of the state. 
A rising sun alludes to the advance of 
the state in wealth and power and the 
mountains explain the fact that Ohio 
was 
the 
first state 
west of the 
Alleghanies. 
Ohio could adopt a new coat of arms, 
one with artistic value. But could it 
ever replace in history Ohio’s original 
Great Seal? 


VARIATION — Carl Morris points out the official seal of the 
State Liquor Control Dept, which m arks the site of the local 
liquor store. No one locally or at the state office can explain 
why that office has adopted the state outline in the seal, but 
one spokesman indicated it had been used that way for 15 
years.

Great Seal of the State of Ohio has assumed 
m any designs, including these three 
examples. At left, a more true-to-life view 
depicts a forest covering on the three 
mountain slopes and a river glides from the 
left side into the valley of the mountains.

In 1967, before the 
new legislation went into effect, text books 
were using this example of the seal. The 


three mountain range has six peaks, but the 
standing wheat remains. The 1967 legislature 
mowed the wheat, widened the river (and 
designated

the 
Scioto), reduced 
the 
mountains to foothills and ruled there would 
be seventeen rays emanating from the three- 
quarters view sun. From the written words of 
the legislature, different artists can conceive 
different designs.

Sgt. Jenson said. 
Her group was made up of 
12 women who traveled to 
Kaneohe Bay each night for a 
week to learn the ups and 
downs of parachuting. 
The course consists of 25 
hours of practical instruction 
topped off with a static line 
jump. Cost of the six-day 
course was $35 including 
insurance. Approximately IO 
hours are spent in classroom 
instruction where a student is 
acquainted with the history 
and basics of sport parachute 
jumping. 
Jumping is the easy part; 
ifs the landing that-4or the 
uninformed—comes hard. 
Several hours are spent in 
practical 
application 
of 
classroom 
lessons. 
The 
student learns the proper 
method of exiting the air­ 
craft. This is done with a 
mock-up chopper and each 
individual “ jumps" again 
and again to improve his skill 
and build confidence. 
Students learn how to 
handle 
malfunctions 
by 
means 
of 
a 
harness 
suspended six feet in the air. 
Employing 
a 
technique 
known as the Stephen’s cut­ 
away system, the would-be 
jumper learns how to release 
his main chute, which in turn 
automatically deploys his 
reserve. The new tactic 
replaces 
hand-deployed 
reserve chutes. 
Then the student learns 
how to land without injury by 
using a parachute landing 
fall. Two platforms, one two 
feet high and the other four 
feet high, are used to practice 
landing. 
Finally jump day comes. 
All the preparation in the 
world, the Women Marines 
reported, 
couldn’t 
calm 
butterflies fluttering about 
inside. 
The women boarded the 
Huey in squads of four, each 
wearing a walkie-talkie at­ 
tached 
to 
her 
reserve 
parachute so a spotter on the 
ground could talk her down. 
When the moment of decision 
arrived, no one backed out, 
but several paused for a 
moment before their scream 
“ Geronimo!” was blasted to 
nothingness by the rush of 
wind. 
Cpl. Marty Cotten, a radio 
operator, was on the ground 
with radio and megaphone to 
coach the girls down. 
“ They did very well,” he 
said. “ As a matter of fact, I 
think they surprised all of 
us.” 
One jumper, Lance Cpl. 
Marilyn Stewart, sustained a 
minor back injury in landing 
and was hospitalized.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The five- 
year-old film rating system has been 
criticized by outraged religionists and 
confused parents. But the system’s 
parent, Jack Valenti, claims that the 
ratings have reached their highest 
level of acceptance. 
Valenti, former White House aide 
and now president of the Motion 
Picture 
Association, 
announced 
results of a nationwide survey of 2.600 
Americans: 
—55 per cent of all citizens found the 
ratings useful, a rise of ll points over 
1972. 
—64 per cent of regular moviegoers 
found the ratings useful, a nine-point 
rise. 
“This survey by Opinion Research 
Corp. shows that in spite of the flaws in 
the rating system, people like it,” 
Valenti said. 


“The most encouraging part of the 
survey is the indication that after five 
years the ratings have accomplished 
almost saturation in public awareness. 
Eighty-seven per cent of the total 
public was aware of the ratings, and 96 
per cent of the movie-going public. 
With teenagers who go to tile movies, it 
was 97 per cent.”

AKRON, Ohio i AP) - All-American 
Soap Box Derby officials say a second 
switch has been found in the racer used 
by this year’s derby winner, James 
Gronen of Boulder, Colo.

James Conant, chairman of the 
derby inspection team, said the second 
switch was formed by metal strips at 
the edge of the cockpit of Gronen’s 
racer.
